The month of August, which took race goers to 
Saratoga, gave a respite to the s|*ort a route I Man 
hattan. and the inquilarity of autumn racing will 
l*e emphasized during the Belmont Park meeting. 

The rumors that «lates were to Ih* allowed to 
Jamaica and Aqueduct next fall proved false and 
the brief meeting at Belmont Park will wind up 
the season for the thoroughbreds *>n the tnctnqxili- 
tnn circuit, much to the regret of everyone con- 
nected with racing. 

The Futurity, of course, will be the stellar fea- 
ture of the meeting, it Iwring the raee of tlie year 
for the two -year -olds, but the renewal of the 
Lawrence Realization, at on** mil** and a half for 
three-year-olds, proves that racing around New I 
York is again on a firm basis. The crack three- ' 
year-olds of the year are in the Lawrence Realiza- 
tion ami the winner will come near Isring crowned 
the champion. 

The opening day is replete with offerings that 
should result in high-class raring, the chief feature 
of which is the Belmont Park Autumn Handicap 
at one mile and an • iglith for three -year- olds and 
over with $1,500 added. This race will bring out 
some of the best horses in training of the first 
handicap division. In addition the Dronrilnrilow 
Stecplechnse Handicap will afford lovers of steeple - 
chasing tlie opportunity of enjoying their favorite 
s|N>rt.

Clancy also informed him that he 
would race a number of the members of the big 
Corrigan & McKinney stable at the Douglas Park 
meeting. The stake entries at laitli Douglas Park 
and Latonia are largely in excess of those of last 
year. 

The last work done at Douglas Park recently 
was five-eighths in 1:03% by the two fillies. Carrie 
urine and Marjorie I).. which an; in charge of 
trainer Kay Spence and which he is getting ready 
to race during the coming Lexington meting. Both 
of these fillies are notoriously bad track actors, but 
Spence, by training them with a pony in tin* middle, 
has made them work unusually generously in the 
last few weeks and he is now hopeful that their 
racing disposition is improving. Carrie Orme. es- 
pecially when in her l»**st mood, is speedy and when 
racing to her limit it takes at least ail average 
good horse to beat her in a sprint. 

Of all the yearlings that J. Livingston has re- 
cently imported and which are now in the charge 
of trainer Louis Tauber at Douglas Park, no two 
of tin* number are by the same sire. Then* has 
never been any youngster coming so long a trip as 
they have that ever looked better than these richly - 
bred colts and fillies. Trainer Tauber now daily 
has tin* entire aggregation on tin* track under saddle 
and they will apparently be as ready for early 
yearling trials as any of tin* youngsters in train- 
ing here that were bred and foaled in this country.

Godfrey Preecc’s young son. who 
gave such a brilliant exhibition of gameness in 
riding Etruscan into sec* mil place at the Belmont 
Park spring meeting with a broken leg. lias re- 
gained his riding form. He lias been galloping 
horses three weeks. 

Jockey E. Pool was in Sail Francisco for a few 
days last week, lie expects to resume riding at the 
Reno meeting. September 19. Since Pool is now 
twenty- two years of age and can easily do 105 
pounds, it seems probable that he has many years 
of saddle service lM*fore him. 

A. J. Joyner is at Belmont Park with his horses. 
At Saratoga he turned over the horses tielonging to 
tin* Schwartz Brothers t«» W. II. Karrick, but he 
still has the Oakridge (Thomas F. Ryan’s) horses, 
as well as those of George D. Widener, Jr., so 
that he inis a powerful stable in his charge. 
Trainer Joyner says the Saratoga meeting was in 
all respects a brilliant success. The racing was 
good, and the attendance unprecedentedly large. 

The time -test seems to be of more interest than 
usual at present.

Cigar, which won over a mile at Derby in 1:34%, 
this taring only one and two-fifths seconds slower 
than Caiman’s record.

Many of tlie eastern 
owners have already asked for stabling at the 
Cuban cours** and every indication iHtints to a most 
successful reunion.

MULTIPLICATION OF CANADIAN TRACKS. 

The government should have no hesitation in re- 
fusing permission for the multiplication of race 
course*, not only in flu* Windsor neighborhood, but 
anywhere else in the province. The original track 
has been in existence for more than a quarter of a 
iTniury and was itself quite sufficient for the needs 
of the district. The second, however, is now near 
completion, and its proprietors are making it a sub- 
stantial institution on 137 acres of their own land, 
so that there is little local objection to this addi- 
tion. It is to be operated under the amended 
charter of tin* Northern Riding and Driving Asso- 
ciation. issued to Mr. It. It. Ganiev, M.P.P.. some 
years ago. iu<*or|»orated with a capital of $1.5(MI to 
promote races at Gore Bay on the Mauitoolin Isl- 
and. and the name of Mr. Gainey appears as presi- 
dent of the meeting to Is* opened a week from to- 
morrow. 

The third promotion is a bit of a mystery to 
Windsor people, who see some luml*er dumped on 
leased land just across the road from Mr. Gainey's 
track. The promoters are understood to Is* Mont- 
real people who have l*een conducting tin* syndicate 
betting ring in connection with the Mount Royal 
track, but announcement was sent out from that 
city a few days ago that ‘•Charlie** Ilenshall. the 
manager and founder of that track, was not con- 
nected with the Windsor scheme. Efforts were 
made recently by promoters, none of whom are 
residents of Ontario, or even Canadians, to purchase 
a charter held by a Windsor man. Kd Glass«*o. 
which further increased the mystery that operations 
in the building line should be begun without the 
backing of authority to operate.
